English Y-vopiioty is shocked hy i\ 
^ recent auuoimcoment in tho Lomlou 
diulies that au Aiiiuric;iu hidy, MisH 
Susan Fletclior ymitli, hiia jnat iiuuJo 
a will, assigning ht;r body .after death, 
to the Bojal College of Surgeons on 
the ground that it is the duty of every 
membor of tho humaa family to devote 
tWo body after death to scientific ex- 
Kuimation, until tho principles of phy- 
• sLological Boienco are thoroughly es- 
tablished. Tho body is to be coniploto- 
ly dissected, and "all possible facilities 
shaU bo given for the inspection of 
such body in its various stages of dis- 
section Ly any poraoii diisimij.' to in- 
spect it, and more particularly by per- 
sons of the female sex. Afterward, 
the body is to be destroyeil in the 
most ecoaoniicul and expeditious man- 
ner possible. Eutaomo reiuuaut of it 
to be preserved in tho college as a 
memorial, and if any of my friends 
desiro to have a pieco of tho body, 
they are to have it." 

The English College of Physicians 
and Surgeons have given tlieir decis- 
>^ia upon tho dilliculty which arosG 
Between Sir. W. Gull and Dr. John- 
stdn, i09.t of the Bravo case, in the 
course of the evideuco given in which 
Dr. Johnston considered himself to bo 
insulted.

Sir William, however, who, since he 
has attended the Prince of Wales, has 
boon inclined to assume a position 
above his fellows, iu tho course of bis 
testimony spoke as if he were tho 
firsj) to>.dia»pver that Bravo was suffer- 
ing from po'ison, the other doctors 
thinking it disease. Dr. Johnston 

>folt libelled und^insulted at tho insin- 
uation against his professional know- 
ledge, and the College of Physicians, 
after investigating the case, has ren- 
dered a decision virtually censuring 
Sir W. Gull. 

Dr. Monck, spiritualist medium, was 
brought before iho lIudderBlieltl lua- 
gistratoa, on a warrant, charged under 
thg Tagrant 'Act with deceiving, by 
subtle means, with intent to impose 
on Her iMajesty's subjects.

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Tho "Pall Mull Gazette," in coin 
paring th« most formidable of the 
iiuHsian iron-clads, the "Peter 
tho Groat" with the British "Dread- 
naught," says that if tho forinor can 
average twelve knots, her designers 
may think, themselves lucky. Tho 
"Devastation" steamed from MeUa to 
Smyrna in 48 hours, at tho rate 11^ 
knots an hour; in point of armament 
and thickness of arinour-])lato, tho 
vessels are nearly alike, each carrying 
four t35-ton guns. Tho "Thunderer" 
is more powerfully armed with two 38 
and 35 ton guns, and would be still 
moro formidable. The "Dreadnaught" 
is larger than the "Peter the Gn;at," 
carries four 3S-ton guns, and is laslor 
than either of tho olliei s, am! pnibubly 
tho most dangerous iruuchul ulloat at 
the present time. 

Water has been^ dibcovcred to be 
entering the Thiuiies Tunnel in such a 
quantity as to necessitate the suspen- 
sion of the entire traflic on the East 
London line between Wapping and 
Deptford-road station. The inundation 
is attributed to a defect in some docks 
whii'.h have recently been opened in 
tho neighborhood of the hitter station, 
their foundation being, as is allogetl, 
higher than tho level of the tunnel. 
As yet it has been found impost^iblo 
to reduce the water by the^perihaiient 
pumping apparatus, and it is feared 
that tho docks will huvojto iio emptied 
ore tho traffic can be resumed. The 
inconvenience to the public by tha 
stoi^pago of the traffic has been very 
great,

tical contest. The ques^ons. .at issue 
are merely those of receipt" and expen- 
diture . The revenue irais^d by Muni- 
cipal taxation is, or ought to bpi spent 
within the limits df the Municipality. 
Thoro is no question of national or 
provincial polity involved in the issues 
set befor.e. the ratepayera, and all 
contributors towards the Municipal 
rovenuo, who are naturally interontecl 
iu the good govornment of the City, 
are very properly allowed to assist in 
tbo Boloction of the men who shall ex- 
pend thai revenue. Our contempor- 
ai-y has bald tbat foreign Chinese resi- 
dents should also be admitted to tbo 
franchise. But experience has proved 
that Cliino.so poon.s, who euro notliin<; 
for t^ood govoinmout, or low tiixiition, 
or bad BinoUs, or typhoid, may be 
bouglit up like a Hock of sheep by de- 
signing nion, who pay their rood tax 
for tbera and prouiiso tboiu "plcnteo 
workeo." Virtually tbo City has boon 
ruled by Obineso for tli(! past two 
years— all but one or two of tlio Uoun- 
cilmou aud the Mayor owing their ro- 
tarn to the Celestial vote. Tbo strik- 
ing off of tbat class wasapublic blos.s- 
ing. But the intelligent, civilized 
foreigner, who owns real-eytato and 
aud pays a business rate, and who has 
a direct interest in the well-being of 
tbo City, sbould not be deprived of a 
privilege which at past elections bo 
lias exercised with wise discrimination. 
At Provincial elections, which partake 
of tbo character of puliticul contests, 
foreigner should not bo allowed to 
record votes, and we are not aware 
that they have oldimed a right to do 
so. 

SUCCESS, AETER ALL. 

At the time the ^ Westminster- Yale 
rond was under construction it was 
asserted that when completed all the 

cattle from the upper country would 
pass over it. After some $200,000 
has been wasted upon the road and 
it has been demonstrated that it is 
useless for cattle-driving purposes, 
the 'Herald' has discovoied that it is 
a success because it has caused a re- 
duction in steamboat rates of freight 
for cattle.

Estimating tbo ropuirs of the 
road Gucb year at a like sum and in- 
creasing tho numbnr of up-country 
cattle received hero auuually by three- 
fold, tbero would bo au annual loss of 
?GO0O between tho amount saved in 
freight aud the amount expended in 
repairs.
